The  said  ExpeiMs  after  much 
time  lost,  since  the  issuing  of  the  said  judgment,  in  tVuitless  endeavours,  to  hetiually  sworn 
on  aceount  ot  the  reiieated  olijections  on  one  side,  and  the  other  to  their  nomination  which 
neecssimtetl  the  lU'esenee  of  the  said  Kxperts,  at  the  Court  House  for  several  days  in 
sueeession  :  iiroeeeded  at  hist  and  as  aforesaid.  Firstly,  to  infor^u  themselves  thoroughly  of 
the  dulies  they  had  lo  iiorforni  as  eontaim'(l  in  the  said  Judgment  and  of  the  hest  mode  of 
carrying  out  the  same. 

Tlu'  survey  of  the  lU'eUiise-;  was  next  (U'o. -ceiled  with,  in  conjunction  with  a  most 
careful  examimiliou  of  the  river  lieauiKirt.  its  present  ami  former  hcil,  and  of  the  natural  « 
and  arlilicial  olistnictious  to  the  tiow  of  the  water  therein,  ijetweeu  the  high  road  at  the 
hrldire  and  tin.'  iMiildiiigdcsiLMiated  hy  the  witnesses  in  this  cause  as  the  wooden  store.  ^  It 
was'ahofc.und  heccssii'iy  hy  the  Experts  for  the  tluu'ongh  investigation  of  some  of  the  points 
al  i-sue  lo  survey  and  level  the  said  river  to  a  distance  lower  down  than  the  .said  W(joden 
sioic,  partlv  alsli  with  the  view  of  eounecting  again  with  the  main  road  hy  liiu's  in  reai 
or  to  the  west  of  the  old  Dislilh'ry  lUnldiug  I'herehy  completing  the  circuit  and  insuring 
and  proving  the  acciir.icy  ol'  the'  survey.  "With  the  view  ol'  examining  the  volume  and 
eoiirseof  tlic  water  coming  from  the  interior,  during  the  spring  Hoods  as  thereunto  reipiired 
liy  the  said  jmlgment,  the  said  Experts  also  suiveyed  part  of  the  channel  ahove  the  high 
r.iad  a,  the  hriilge.  Unriug  the  survey  of  the  premises  and  previous  to  and  after  the  said 
survey,  and  at  every  -eas'ou  of  the  year,  the  said  Experts  ilid  examine  the  respective 
level-  of  the  ordinary  and  high  tides,  the  numnei'  iu  whicli  the  said  tides  covered  tlie  bed 
and  himks  of  the  said  river  "and  the  several  wharves  adjoining  thereto  and  the  depths 
to  whieli  they  did  s,i  cover  them.  Xlso  atnl  (Ui  each  oc<'asion  and  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  iis 
at'oivsaiil,  the  depth  towliicli  the'watcA-  rose  on  tlie  mill  wheel  ami  the  duratioiiand  freiiucncy 
oftlu' stoppage  thereofiinder  the  ahove  named  eireumstanees.  In  a  word  the  said  Experts  have 
c.inriuued  their  exatuiiuitiou  of  the  premises  and  iheir  observations  on  the  tides  ntid  fresheto, 
etc.,  almost  constantly  since  the  sjjring  of  eighteen  hundred  and  iifty  eight,  up  to  the  pro- 
scut  tiuie.

Kxinu'ts  tiiemsclves  t'rom 
actual  Kurvey  ot  the  premises,  is  a  correct  representation  of  the  present  lied  of  the  river 
UeauiMirt  as  it  apjiears  in  its  norni.d  slate,  in  the  summer  season.  As  to  the  liirmcr  bed 
(d'liie  lieauport  river,  il'liy  tliat  expression  ho  meant  the  lied  of  the  said  river,  inimeiliately 
preceedini;  the  constrnetion^  <d'  the  wliarvcs  on  tin)  Det'eiidant's  anil  riainlilf's  Hides') 
f-  respectively/  it  can    only   he   int'eiV'd    from  the    evidence,  that    formerly  the    waters    of  the 

river  in  freshet  time,  or  sonie  ]iortnin  of  those  water,  llowed  around  the  island  on  which 
tlic  wharf  of  [H,'f2  is  now  huilt.  to  the  m)rth  east  side  of  the  said  island,  throuj^li  some 
pnssa;;e  channel  or  low  trround  then  existins;,  and  now  almost  totally  ohliterated  hy  the 
wliarvcs,  aiid  nnido  earth  on  tlie  l)et'endant's  side.  The  existence  of  such  a  ehannel  is 
most  positively  denied  hy  some  of  the  Uetcmhint's  witnesses,  and  as  )iositivtdy  asserted 
hy  a  latficr  array  of  names,  on  the  Plaiiititt's  side ;  as  may  he  seen  hy  u  reference  to 
Appendix  A  of  this  rcpnrt,  or  to  the  synopsis  at  the  end  of  the  same.

The  said  Experts  liir  the  purpose  of  determiiiinir  by  a  series  of  observations  the  siilH- 
cieiiey,  or  insnlliciciicy  of  the  passage  or  outlet  tor  the  tlow  of  the  water  in  the  said  ri\i>r  did 
particularly  examine,  the  volnine  and  course  of  the  water  coining  from  the  interior  during 
ihc  spriiiglloods,  but  i  ill  connected  with  the  ebb  and  How  of  the  tidi',  and  to  efh'ct  a  Jiart  of  this 
e\ainiiialion,  they  did  select  as  much  as  possilile^the  days  and  tinics  of  the  day  in  \vhich 
uilliin  the  above  nieiilioned  e.\tent,  and  during  the  spring  lloods.  the  level  and  course  of 
the  water  was  the  least  atfcclcd  by  the  tide  and  when  tlio  greatest  How  did  pass  through  the 
arch  and  feeder  of  the  leill,  as  well  when  the  mill  w-as  working,  as  w  hen  it  was  not  working. 
The  said  ohservatioiis  have  torced  upon  the  .said  Kx|icrts  the  eonclusioii  that  the  '•  said  outlet"  / 
supposed  to  mean  the  narrov.'est  space,  between  tln^  Del'eiidant's  wliarf  of  lSu2  and  the  stone  (, 
store  at  the  point  'S'  or  that  still  narrower  at  the  point  Z  as  that  s|iace  c.visted  at  that  time  of 
building  the  said  wharl' of  l.S.")2,  is  sutlicient  under  all  ordinary  eircuinstances,  that  is,  so 
long  as  the  river  is  in  its  normal  stale  during  tlie  summer,  liill  and  winter  inonths,  but  abso- 
lutely iiisiitlicient  during  the  spring  freshets  in  conneetioii  with  the  action  <if  the  ico  in  the 
said  outlet  and  uiiw.irds,  towards  the  bridge  and  ocousioiially  uLso  during  the  other  seasons  of 
the  year.

TlieinsiiHicieiicy  above  mentioned  is  in  our  opinion  evidently  nttributahle,  to  tlic  wharf 
erected  by  the  Defendant  in  18,02,  and  complained  of  in  the  Phiintilf's  declaration.  'J'lic 
said  insiilheieney  can  in  no  way  depend  on  the  l'laiiitiH"s  wharf  as  even  if  the  said  wharf 
Were  entirely  reiiioved  it  could  in  no  way  benetit  the  outlet  at  Y,  lietwcen  the  wharf  of 
IH.VJ,  and  the  stone  st.ee.  Xeither  can  the  stones  eoinplaincd  of  by  the  .Defendant  as 
haviiiLT  been  |ilaced  be  .1  the  .stone  sttu'o  nor  the  liank  of  stones  and  rubbish  at  I',  nor  the 
aUc^^cd  altcratimi  in  \.  3  .liivction  of  the  lower  pjirt  of  the  tail  race  enhance  the  said 
insutlicieney  in  any  way  worth  mentioning.  The  removal  of  tlio  stones  anil  bank  of 
V,  T,  would  increase  the  outlet  at  Y,  by  about  one  l.'^tli  to  one  20th  of  the  sectional  area 
of  the  said  outlet  that  is  to  say,  the  said  stones  at  \',  T,  have  the  elfect  in  freshet  time  of 
keeping'  the  surface  of  tin'  wati'ralioiit  one  eighteenth  Jiart  higlier  than  it  would  be  if  those 
stones  were  not  ihcre.  Four  inches  of  extra  depth  of  water  would  therefore  be  the  greatest 
elfect  attribntahK'  to  the  existence  of  the  stones  above  mentioned.  Xow,  when  it  is  assorted 
liv  us  that  the  elfect  of  those  stones  does  not  in  any  way  worth  mentioning  augment  the  in- 
si'illicicncvof  the  said  outh't  it  is  because  when  the  mill  wlicid  is  siibiiu'rged  in  water  to  such 
all  extent  as  to  prevent  it  from  working,  a  few  inches  of  siibniorsion  more  a  less  can 
neither  aggravate  nor  diminish  the  eti'ect  produced  by  the  freshet  and  ice  on  any  appreciable 
degree.  As  to  the  extent  of  the  insulHeieiicy  ol'  the  said  outlet  at  V,  it  is  a  matter  ot  .some 
dillieully  to  calculate.  Were  there  nothing  but  the  water  of  the  river  to  consider,  it  would 
he  an  easy  matter  to  give  a  satisfactory  answer  to  this  iiue.etion,  as  the  jirobleni  would 
admit  of  a  ready  solution  by  mere  consideratioii  of  the  sectional  area  of  the  .said  outlet 
in  conjunction  with  the  velocity  of  the  water  Howing  thorugb  it.  The  solution  of  the  pro- 
posed problem  i'e(|uires,  the  ice  to  be  taken  into  coiisiileration  as  one  of  tho  elements  of 
cuiiipulatioh  ;  nor  can  anything  luore  tluui  a  niere  Hp[>roxin\ation  be  arrived  nt,  even  then. 
Tho  Honorable  Judges  in  writing  the  interlocutory  do  not  seem  to  have  considered  the  ob-

Tlin  ctroct  of  the  course  of  tho  water  in  the  existiiii,'  state  of  tho  river 
ill  relation  to  the  dei^raihitions  of  tiio  river  liaiiUs  may  lie  eonsiderod  in^  the  lol- 
lowintr  liifht.  'riiu  How  of  the  water  from  the  hridjro  down  airaiust  the  wharf  of  ISo^ 
iiiiiy  to  a  certain  extent  have  the  elfeet  of  ealiiej;  away  llic  liank  heiieath  it  as  wo  liave 
alri'ady  noticed  in  the  former  part  of  this  report.  The  said  wharf  however  is  well  ela|ilioarded, 
down  to  the  bed  of  the  river  and  not  much  dainajre  can  aeeruo  to  tho  Defemlant  froiu  that 
cause,  li  appears  rather  iirohahle  that  the  course  of  tho  channel  hetween  X  and  \  was 
more  concave  towards  tho  Uefeiiilanfs  side,  previous  to  tho  erection  of  his  wharf  hetween 
those  points  in  18,rJ.  for  the  current  seems  to  r-trike  fiirlit  into  the  wharf  hetween  those  two 
iioints  as  if  it  would  iro  straiirht  on  if  tho  said  wharf  were  not  there.  What  renders  this 
prohahle  is  the  ureat  del'tli  of  watiu'  alon.i:sitle  the  said  wharf  lictween  Xaiid  \'  as  eoiiiparod 
with  the  other  parts  of  the  channel  teiidinijlo  show  that  the  wharfof  l>i;VJ.  was  huilt  into  the 
channel  at  that  part  of  its  loinrth.  It  is  possihle,  however,  as  already 
clause  Xo.  y,  that  the  bank  on  which  the  said  wharf  may  liav 
some  extent  oaten  awav  or  abraded    by  tlh'    current  at    that   siiot 


stated  ill  answer  to 
lieeii  erected  has  been,  to 
since  tho  erection  of  the 
sai('l  wharf,  and  the  l)efciidaiit  is  pro'bably  not  wronir  in  asserliiii;  that  the  point  of  stones 
and  rubbish  1'  {rradually  aiiirnieiiteil  from  year  to  year  by  tiic  oleaiiiiii;s  out  from  the  tail  race, 
which  are  from  lime  to  time  di-posited  the'n'on,  ii'iay  huVe  been  and  still  bo  iiislriimental  in 
driviii',' the  current  towards  his  (the  Defandantsi  wharf  and  by  so  doinj;  .irjve  the  wharf  itself  the 
appeanince  of  havim;  oiieroached  upon  lueseiit  channel,  belwedi  X  and  V,  to  a  greater 
distaliec',  than  it  has  (huie.  The  eiirreiit  after  delloctiiiir  at  X  or  a  little  below  X  is  ne.\t  directed 
towards  tho  stone  store,  where  it  iniprin,;;-cs  ai;aiiist  the  bank  T  V  and  necessarily  eats 
awav  the  earthly  jiarticles  of  the  said  bank,  layin--  bare  the  stones  of  which  it  is  partly 
eoiii'po.sed.  In  the  remainder  of  the  clianmi  iVo'ni  V  to  A  and  below  Z  down  t.'  (.)  the  dcjrra- 
dati'  ■  and  abrasion  of  tho  bank  ivro  of  so  sli:;lit  a  nature  as  to  be  _  unworthy  of  note. 
We  (.iiinot  look  upon  tho  ovidcnce  udiiiicecl  by  the  Defendant  in  this  cause,  rclati\cly, 
to  the  dei.'iadatioiis  ot'  the  banks  on  his  side  of  the  river  caused,  as  lie  asserts,  by  tho 
I'laliitilf's  wharf  and  the  stones  at  the  foot  of  the  said  wharf  and  behind  the  stone  store, 
in  aiiv  other  li^dit.  than  that  of  a  desire  on  his  part  (a  very  natural  and  pluu.^ible  one' ol 
course)  to  distract  the  attention  of  tho  Court  and  of  the  Hxperls  from  ihe^  real  and  only  im- 
portant obstruction  in  the  river  lieaniiort,  to  a  few  stones  producing' an  etl'eet  upon  the  llow 
of  the  river  of  no  relative  iin|iiirtaiiee  whatsoever,  a>  already  slated  in  our  answer  to  clause

An  exainination  of  the  several  jilaiis  prndiici 
with  the  state  of  the  locality  or   with    our  plan    Xi 
of    the    locality    was     in     IM.'iT    and    l-^'i-^,    and 
re([uired  hy  the  judyfinont,  the  followinir  remarks : 

First  as  to  "Ware's  plan,  I'laintilf's  Kxhibit  X."  The  most  noticeable  feature  in  this 
plan  as  emnparod  with  the  present  state  of  the  locality  is  the  distaiieo  between  the  De- 
fendant's wharf  of  lXo2,  and  the  IMaintilf's  \  .larf  at  the  point  Z.  It  appears  by  Ware's 
plan  aforesaid,  that  in  April,  ]*o:!,  when  tlie  )ireinises  were  surveyed  the  distance 
between  the  said  wharves  at  'A  was  about  twenty  one  feet  eiirclisli  measure.  When  Fletcher 
snrveved  the  ijround  in  September  of  tlio  same  year,  tho  (■fistaneo  found  by  him  was  but 
nineti'cn  feet  and  two  inches  (e'|ual  to  eii;liteoii  feet  froiich,  givetl  on  liis  plan.  Defen- 
dant's Kxhibit  Xo.  14)  when  we  surveyed  the  premises  in  IS.iS,  wo  found  tho  distance  at 
the  same  point,  to  be  lint  sevcnt'eeii  l'i>ct,  at  tho  base  of  the  wharf  ami  but 
tifleen  and  a-lialf  feet  at  llic  top  of  the  vaiiic  h  tlieivforo  appears  that  from 
the  efi'ect  of  the  ice  within  the  said  wharf  ol'  l^'rZ  or  from  the  wearing  away  of 
tiio  bank,  beneath  the  wharl'at  Z,  or  by  tho-e  two  causes  combined,  tho  piis.sage  between  tho 
two  wharves  at  the  said  [Hiint  Z  has  been  reduced  by  several  feet,  say  live  feet  and  a  lialf 
aecordini;  to  Fletcher  and  Austin's  plans.  The  eti'ect  we  consider  is  mainly  duo  to  tlie 
ice,  between  the  inside  of  the  wharf  of  lH,c',  and  the  Defendants  bank  of  stones  at  (I!  tj 
X)  and  wharf  15  A.  The  action  ol' tho  ice  may  be  considered  to  take  place  aa  follows. 
The  sheet  of  ice  between  Zand  1!  on  being  torcod  up  every  inontli  or  even  twice  a  u.oiitli 
and  for  sever.il  tides  in  succession  at  every  new  and  full  moon,  and  necessarily  fractured  by 
the  iiroeess  on  account  oftiie  resistancoat  the  edges  by  friction  against  the  said  wharves  ;  tho 
water  in  the  tissures  feezes  again  as  the  tide  ebbs,  and  the  ex|iaiision  so  jiroduced  (for  water 
unlike  all  other  lliiids,  and  by  a  kind  dispensation  of  I'rovideneo  e\[iaiids  in  becoming  a 
solid)  produeos  its  ellect  in  imikinirroom  for  itself  by  luisliiiig  before  it  tho  objects  which 
otter  the  least  resistanco  which  of  course  is  tho  ease  with  tho  wharf  of  1802,  a.s  compared 
with  that  of  tiioro  solid  construction  at  A.  li.  The  elfect  incident  on  a  single  operation  of 
the  kind  mentioned  may  be  but  the  fraction  of  an  inch  :  yet  when  repeated  twice  a  day  for 
several  days  in  each  month,  and  for  several  months  in  each  year,  ami  multiplied  again  by  a 
aeries  of  years  (from  IS'.:!  to  is'i'.i),  it  can  be  understood  luiw  units  may  bo  farmed,  and 
many  of  them  by  tho  reiieated  addition  of  so  many  fractions. — It  might  bo  urged  that  tho 
ioo  between  Z  and  the  opposite  wharf  should  have  a   tciideucy  to  act   upon  the  wharf  of 
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IS.VJ  ill  ii  ciiiitrnn- ilirrriimi  I'lit  il  liii-  ;ilrr;i(ly  lucii  ri'iniiiki'il  iii;it  for  uihsI  dfllir  wijitrr 
till' ico  is  tlicrc  iiMiiiM'd  in  mill  nimlilc  to  risi' with  tlic  tiiUv  mid  if  it  iliil,  its  (■(K'ct  im  llii>

It  iiiav  !i.  ijiorto 
state  here  that  it  has  ocenri'i'd  to  the  defendant  lately  that  his  wharf  is  in  realit»'  ,  irt'iiolit, 
to  t!ie  I'laintilf  rather  than  the  contrary,  sinee  as  In' says  it  causes  thi^  iee  in  tin  outlet  to 
hreiik  np  sir  »■.,/,•«  earlier  than  it  would  do.  .Vow  to  say  iKiliiiirof  tin;  six  weeks  aliov"  men 
tioned  it  is  an  iindoiihted  (iiet  that  iee  always  hrea'vs  n|>  earlier  in  the  vieinitv  of  wharves 
than  il  does  elsewliere.  The  eansi' is  the  non  eondiielini;  powers  nf  the  wood'  the  wharvcH 
are  linilt  ot,  and  the  relieitimi  of  the  -siiiis  rays  from  the  wharves  to  the  iee,  and  ireiieral 
eoneeiilratiiin  of  heat  in  any  imlosed  and  niic.\po>ed  phiee.  We  innst  fivelv  admit  tliiy 
heiielii  tliereliy  eont'errod  on  the  I'laiiitilK  to  he  iiieahnlalple  tlioiii;h  not  so  miieli  'on  aeeoimt 
ol'  its  j;roat  im[iortaiiei!  as  of  the  eontrmy  ipialily.  It  niiuht  prohalily  under  the  cirenni- 
staiiees  of  the  cases  lie  made  out  an  injury  to  the  riaintill  rather  than  a  lieiielit  to  him  as  it 
is  prohlematieal  whetlier  it  would  not  lie  lietlerfor  the  ieo  to  remain  slalionarv  in  the  outlet 
nnlil  the  lower  iee  had  moved  away,  than  to  lireak  np  and  cause  jams  as  it  has  done  and  is 
likely  to  do  under  similar  ciivuinstanees. — The  channel  and  tail-race  as  laid  dinvniii  said 
I'hiinlilf's  exhihit  .\  are  not  at  all  correct  nor  do  tlioy  purport  to  he  so  and  we  cannot  help 
rciiiarkin>rat  this  jnnctiiiv  that  an  immense  nia-s  of  evidence  has  hceii  adiincd  |i\-  tl,,. 
I'cfcndaiil  in  this  casi' to  prove  Ware's  plan  to  he  incorrect,  and  woiijde^s  ;  lor  let  it  he 
leincmherel  that  Ware  surveyed  the  premises  on  the  "ill  of  April,  at  a  season  when  the 
river  must  have  liccn  still  covered  with  ice  as  he  hinisclf  states  in  his  <'\ic|eiice  (exiract  :i 
appcinlix  I').  J.et  it  he  also  reniemhered  that  the  title  of  the  said  plan  i>.  ••  riaii  of  tjir 
iieauport  mills  exhihiliiii:  cerlain  wiiarves  ereeled  hy  .Mr.  (;iii,rv  survevi^l  inli  .\pril.  Is.'i;!," 
and  that  Ware  when  sayinir  in  his  evidence  tliat  the  [ilan  cxhiliiled  a  cnnr,/  view  of  the  lo- 
cality could  only  he  supposed  to  mean  that  the  plan  was  corr^'ci  inasmueli  as  il  piirp.irle.l  to 
he  hy  its  title.  .Nlcssrs.  Fletcher  ami  .\nsliii  holh  state  thai  Ware's  plan  is  ineoi'reet  inainnich 
a>  anioiiL;  other  thiiiirs  the  arch  at  the  lirid:,'0  is  represented  lo  he  sixteen  feet  while  it  \<  in 
reality  Inil  twelve  feet  .seven  inches.  .Some  people  rather  iinfortiinalely  take  a  ph.'asnre  in 
tindiiiir  an  i.'rror  in  the  work  of  a  '•"hl'ri'iu  of  ihi:  same  profe^ion  ami  are  too  ipiick  al  comin"- 
to  conehisions  often  erroneous.  Xow  we  do  >tate  as  a  f.ni  that  the  sixteen  feet  .-il  ih" 
liridj,'e  on  Ware's  |i!an  do  not  indicate  nor  are  tiny  inleiid.'d  |o  indicale  the  width  of  the  arch 
lull  the  distance  between  the  wharves  of  lie  parlies  al  that  point  and  if  .Messrs.  Klelcher  an  I 
Austin  had  heeii  a  little  more  careful  in  their  examination  of  Wares  plan  lliev  would  havi^ 
mide  theuiselves  aw. irc  of  their  error  ;  there  heiiiij  an  unini^la'ce.ilile  proof  (if  ih'  fact  on 
the  said  plan  even  tlioui^h  s[n;etacles  were  rec[uired  to   delect   il.

at  present  of  liaviiii;  ein'roacheil  ii| the  present    channel.      What  wc    deny    is  that   tiio 

stones  are  in  aiiv  way  iirraiiL''e'l  in  the  manner  of  a  wall  asstaleil  liy  Morcncy  anil  Martin. 
They  appear  on  the  contrary  to  have  merely  heeii  thrown  there  from  the  tail  race  without  any 
attempl  at  special  arraiiL'emeiit.  The  man  came  down  mid  when  asked  to  point  out  tin! 
wall  the  oxistelice  of  which  he  had  spoken  ofa  few  days  liet'oro  asofa  fact  lie  had  witnessed 
the  verv  same  day  that  lie  had  u'iveii  his  evideiieu  he  iioiuted  everywhere  and  iiowluMV)  to 
the  wall   and    to    ilio  40    feet  inlcnuth  thereof  in  utter  disci  inliliire. 

We  shall  have  lo  allude  aplin  to  the^e  two  wilncs-cs  in  coiineilion  with  snnie  evidence 
rendcreil  liy  them  on  another  snlijecl.  To  iiial<c  an  end  of  the  point  I',  il  will  he  rcmciu- 
liered  that  ill  our  answer  to  ("lailse  :l,  we  staled  ihe  said  point  to  he  partly  lornied  hy  lie  ac- 
tion of  the  river  itself ;  wc  will  now  add  that  ihcrearc  evidences  of  a  natural  hank  of  siniie 
vears  fornialioii  under  the  loose  stones  acciiniulalcd  over  il.  The  said  hank  is  ahovc  the 
level  of  the  chaiiiiel  water  and  since  .Viistin  in  lii<  plan  shew-  il  sepcraled  from  Ihe  main 
land  hy  water,  it  may  lie  explained  hy  siipposinii'  him  to  have  sketched  it  at  :.\  time, 
when  tin;  tide  had  not  yet  sulUcieiilly  left  it  iM' at  a  lime  when  the  river  water  was  a  little 
lii;;her  than  when  wo  surveyed  it.  Some  evidence  of  an  alteration  in  Ihe  direction  of  the 
tail-raci' allii  leil  to  hy  several  of  the  Defend  mi's  wilnesses  mlLrhl  have  heeii  otitained  I'roni 
Austin  and  Fletclicrs  plans,  had  they  heeii  iMircilly  in  eh'  in  respect  to  the  true  direction 
oftliosaid    tail-race.     The   upper  part   ol    tli  •    lail-r.i'"    liowcwr    which   lias    certainly    not 

lii'cn  altered  since  they  surveyed  it,  is  so  iicMi-i ily    laid   ih'W i  their   plans  nicy  haviic.'

1\  ;  l.irae  ha- Iransferred  toliis  plan  the  channeis  and 
liii;li  tide  lines  ol'  McCarthy  s  plan  ol' IT'.'J.  The  transl'er  is  not  correctly  made  as  it 
shews  that  part  ot'th  ■  cicinnel  of  17:12  which  is  in  ti  liii"  with  the  south  side  of  the  distillery 
huildin;;  to  he  ahoiit  twenty  feet  nearer  to  the  I )  'I'diihin;'-  -ide  than  it  should  he.  TIh>  said 
transfer  ifcnrreetly  laid  down  would  also  -lew  the  ,\.  H.  conu'r  of  the  stone  store  to 
encroach  alioiit  o  {'r'^  up  m  what  the  west  en  i  dianicl  of  .McCarthy's  [dan  then  was,  iis  may  lie 
-ceil  liy  rtd'crrin;f  to  our  plans  \o.  2  and  li  a'i'ie\i  d  t  i  this  report.  The  tail-raeo  as  shewn 
on  this  exhihit  was  evidently  sketcln'd  in  a  vciy  careless  way  a>  it  hears  no  rosemhlancij  in 
point  ol  shape  iior  ill  |ioint  of  dilinnisions  to  what  it  really  is.  The  bank  of  stones  and 
lilliie.;  in  lietwe(;n  tin;  iioints  15  and  X  and  around  throuy-h  li  as  shewn  on  this  exhiliit,  as 
well  as  oil  Fletcher's  and  .Austin's  plans  has  evidently  lieeii  advanced  iioat'of  towiirds  X  tiiid 
even  several  leet  past  that  |ioilil  since  those  plans  were  made. 

Eiijlitlily. — Flaintilf's  exhihit  II.  copy  of  a  jilan  made  in  17'.'2  hy  .reivniiali  Mi-(.'arth\ 
surveyor.  'I'liis  plan  will  he  more  fully  notice  I  in  couiiection  with  .Vos.  -  and  ti  of  tlu'  plans 
annexed  to  this  report.  The  pencil  lines  in'e  oars  and  were  used  liy  us  in  tranferrine'  the  idaii 
on  an  enlaru-cd  scale  lo  a  plan  of  the  locality  as  it  at  prescnl  exists,  with  a  view  ol'  coliipariiii;' 
the  pre-ent  wharves  and  liiiildiii:rs  with  the  channels  and  hij;li  tide  lines  etc.,   of  that  period. 

Xinthly. — ICxhiliits  \o.  Id,  tiled  hy  Juhn  Ilaccy  Fsj.,  in  siijiport  of  his  evidcic  e  on 
pan  of  the  Defendant.  This  plan  has  also  been  Iran-I'erri  d  liy  lis  to  another  plan  of  the 
|ireinises  as  ihey  nowareand  will  he  more  fully  iioliccd  anon. 

Tenthly. — .\s  to  tlieold  jilaii  of  IT^o  (Fxhihit  1  of  jlel'endant )  it  is  mid  imrpdrts  to  he 
Imt  a  mere  sketch  drawn  on  the  itroiind  without  iiistriiinents  of  any  kind  mid  is  useless 
except  as  a.  mere  approxiiuation.  I'rocced  we  now  to  the  eoiisideralion  and  deseri|itii)n  of 
the  plans  annexed  to  and  formiiiir  (lart  of  this  report.  I'lau  Xo.  1  is  that  of  llio  premises  as 
they  now  areaiid  were  at  the  time  of  the  survey  thereof  diiriiii;  the  sumiiit  rs  of  IS.'m  and 
Is.'iS.  The  smiuMetttU's  have  been  used  on  all  our  plans  to  denote  the  same  parts  mid  they 
arc  also  the  same  as  those  on  the  plans  of  record,  the  several  exhibits  above  (ieserihed.  The 
wharf  .V.  "N'.  /i.  is  the  wharf  built  ill  1X52  by  the  Defendant  and  t'orms  tho  basis  of  the  in- 
stiUitioii  of  the  lu'osont  aetimi,  A  1!.  is  an  old  wliarl'  on  the  Defendants  sido  built  aluuit  -:'> 
years  a:;d.

Us  thev  still  do  in  the  premises  on  low  and  marshy  ground,  llooded  hy    every  high   tide  from 
the  St'.  Jiawreiiee. — The  low  space  thercfori)  on  lioiichelte's  plan  Ihoiigh  apparaiilly  not  fully 
carried  out  may  have  liceii    and   iirohahly  was    even    at   the    point  V    low    enough  foi'   any 
t'reshet  water  to  ]iass  over  it  and  down   the  direction  I'.   1!.  to  join  the  channel  water    lower 
down  the  river.

at  the   Defendants'  re(|uest  shewn   on  the  plan  at   that  point.     'I'lie  Defendant's    pretension 
Iteing  that  those  roots  ]irove  there  to  have  heeii  no  channel  at  that  point.     At  point  Y   there 
tsa  tree  sfrowiiig  out  of  the  wharf  as  seen  on  (Section  through  point  ^  .)  The  Deli'iidant  pie- 
temls  thi'i'div  lo  prove  that  the  wharf  at    Y   docs    not  eneroacli  on   tlu'   |ireseiit   channel  i>\' 
the  river.  It  is  |uetended  hy  the  Det'cndant  and  asserted  hy  sonu  of  his  witnesses,  that  Ihattrce 
has  spruiiLT  up  I'roin  an  old  stump  which  exi-^U'd  there  when  the  wharf  was  huilt.  We  have  hccii 
told,  ihouiih  il  does  not  appear  in  evidence  that  the  tree  wasiilanted  there  since  the  hiiilding 
of  the  whiirf,  and  it  lo  ,Ks  rather  like  it.  It  matti'i's  little  however  how  il  came  there,  and  the 
Defemlant  mav  as  w  ell  he  entitleil  to  the  heiielit  of  the  doiihl.     The  .-mall  hridge    ahove  the 
same  dam  is  tlial  alluded  lo  in  the  testimony  of  those  of  the  Defendant's  witnesses  on  account 
id'  sotnething  that  had  occurreil  on  ihe  ll'lh  march   last  and  to  which   we  shall    refer   aiimi. 
The  survev  is  carried  up  to  a  point  ahoiit  the  mill  dam  where    the  channel  is   shewn    to    he 
only  IT  I'e'et  ill  wiillh,  and  it  is  even  narrower  higher   up,  Ihe  pretension    of  the    Defendant 
heiiig  that  if  such  a  narrow  channel  i.ssullicieiil  at  that  point  one  of  greater  dimensions  at  V 
must  ho  80  (i/iiftinri. 

The  Learned  . I uilges  will  take  notice  however  that  the  channel  at  the  narrow  point 
ilhove  nuntioned  is  hut  three  I'eet  deep,  and  that  the  adjoining  land  is  more  or  less  llooded 
during  freshets.  'l"he  several  huildings  on  the  plan  speak  for  Ihemselves.  The  feint  I'ed 
lines  are  merely  imaginary  liiu's  made  use  of  in  surveying  the  premises.  They  indieiite  all 
the  measures  taken,  lines  ol'ilireetion  lU' direct  rices,  lines  of  .section  etc.  The  several  sec, ions 
also  speak  for  theiiiseiven  iiml  the  rnicsorsei-lion  have  lellel's  ai  their  exU'eiiotie.-.  ciu'respoml- 
ingwith  those  through  which  the  sections  purport  to  have  heen  taken.

Alter  hiiviuir  answered,  to  the  liest  of  our  i'a|iaeity  every,  one  of  the  separate  ipiestions, 
pariiLrraphs  and  clauses  of  the  Interlocutory,  mid  notwilhsiaiidiiiu''  the  l.'iii;lli  thi-  report 
lias  alreii'ly  attained,  il  is  still  necessary  to  oiler  several  remarks  corrohoraiinn'  or  in  anv 
way  atreiliii:;  the  eoiicliisions  we  have  come  to  on  the  niMiieroin  ipieslions.  v.e  have  hail 
the  honor  to  answer  as  contained  in  the  said  lnterloiiii.ii\ .  \\'..  have  thiiughl  il  lit  to 
corrohorate  our  opinions  as  much  as  |iii-silile  hy  Ihe  a-sertion-  olthc  uitnesses  cxaiiiiiied  in 
this  ease.  To  have  referred  in  each  ieslaiice  to  Ihe  particular  pii'^e  or  [uiices,  wherein  WeU' 
to  he  found  any  rei|uired  asserliou.  Would  have  heeii  an  almost  endless  iiialter  illld  verv  unsa- 
tisfactory lolhe  llonoi'ahle  .li|i|ec-oii  iiccoiiiit  oflheii'  haviiijr  to  seek  out  in  eilcli  ease  the 
|iarlicular  evideiii'i'  referred  to.  We  have,  therefore,  our-elves  in  miiiii;  over  the  evidence 
selected,  and  elassilied  the  whole  I't'lhe  evidence  eoiitaiiicd  ill  the  voluminous  reeord.  W't; 
have  arramred  it  under  the  sexcral  head-,  iillectiuir  the  many  points  at  issue  as  contained  in 
the  ilecliiration  "  Kxception"  and  Interloculory  .ludLrmenl,  and  have  condensed  and  liroiii,'lit 
ihe  whole  toijethi'r  in  the  form  of  .Appendices  A  to  li  inclusively  annexed  to  our  report.  We 
have  also  ill  the  two  last  appendices  n'i\eu  niiscellaneous  extiai-t's  Irom  evidence,  titles  and 
iiiithors,  etc.— Ill  11  word  we  have  wished  to  present  u  report   coiiiplele  in    itself  and   ,  .'coiii- 

lianied  hy  a  tlioroiii;li  synopsis  of  Ihe  whole  record  to  save  Ihe  Ih rahle  .liidees,  the  trouhle 

and  time  of  referring;  in  any  way  lo  ihe  -aid  record.  N'nw  as  to  Ihe  eom[iiisitioii  of  nianv  of 
the  extracts  it  in  neeessaiy  to  say  that  a  iihrase  or  paruLrraiili  luis  ofienln'en  made  mi  ofsuveriil 
jihrases  or  parairraphs  of  the  witnesses  evidence.  For  exaliij'le  when  a  witness  slates  his 
liaviuicohserveii  any  parliciilar  occurrence,  williout  at  the  same  time,  suyinj^  when,  and  where 
he  made  his  ohservation  and  when  in  a  siihseipieiit  part  of  his  evidence  ho  is  iiiiide  to  eomiileto 
his  pri'vioiis  statement  hy  -ayini;  when  and  where.  The  whole  is  put  together  in  the 
extract  in  away  to  make  aeomplcte  mid  compiehensihle  statement.  J  [ad  wo  acted  otlier- 
wis(>  the  appendices  must  have  atlaiiicd  lo  at  I'.'iist  twice  their  lu'eseiit  dimensions.  Also 
when  11  witness  inentions,  '•  the  Itefeinlants  wharf"  ir  "  thewliarf  of  l>s.'):i,"or  '•  the  wharf 
that  crosses  the  river"  '-or  the  wharf  that  cuts  oil' the  easlern  ehaniiel,"  and  when  there

of  IfS.')-.'."  for  had  we  donoolherwiso  the  lloiu  rahle  .liulges  in  rcferiiiL;  lo  the  evidonce, 
miiiht  not  have  always  undersl.iod  what  |iarlieularwliiirt  the  witness  meant.  We  lia\e  replaced" 
also  the  letters  (1  C!  used  hy  many  witnesses  in  their  evideiioo  hy  the  letters  X  V  which 
on  Ware'splaii  (I'hiintill's  oxhihit  \|  are  placed  oxaclly  at  the  saiiiu  points.  So  thai 
most  of  the  expressions  ;  as  to  there  ever  haviiijr  heeii  a  ohaniiel  hetween  C  and  C  we  havo 
translated  hy  eipiivalent  expressions  as  to  the  existence  of  ii  chiinnel  hetween  .\  mid  V  that 
the  learned  .
